ROOSEVELT MUST DECIDE 


ON FORAKER BATTLE 


SENATOR J. B. FORAKER. 


It Is Thought to Be Bad Politics to 


Make War at Pi^^tht Time 


Upon Boss Cox. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—To fight 


or not to fight Foraker is the most im- 
portant question, to be settled at once 
by the Prosi(Ujnt and Secretary Taft. 


A council of the President, Secretary 


Taft and Henry W. Taft of New York 
was held today on this sulijcct. but so 
far as the echoes from the council 
chamber go, they thought open war 
on Foraker would be bad politics. The 
suppression 
of the fire-alarm poli- 


tician, it is "observed, might be ef- 
fected with more or less ease in Ohio, 
but it might, be resented in 
other 
States where Foraker 
has 
friends. 


Aside from this consideration, it Is 
again thought bad politics to make 
war on Cox with Cox's power an un- 
known quantity. 


TO-'FIGHT TAFT. 


From a source very close to Senator 


Foraker it is learned that his friends 
in the committee will go into the con- 
ft-rence prepared to fight a Taft en- 
dorsement • to the bitter end 
unless 


Foraker is likewise endorsed, r The 
outlook, therefore, is that the confer- 
ence of an accommodation 'will not be 
speedily reached and' will result in 
bitterness. 


The gist of opinions from the Taft 


side, after .all is said and done today, 
is that neutrality at the conference on 


Wednesday .would be the best cue for 
Taft. -'His friends put It this way: 


The Taft leaders should ajree that 
they will not use any influence one 
way or the other at the conference. 
They should not attempt to secure an 
endorsement for Secretary Taft or pre- 
vent one for Senator Foraker. 
They 


say that the committee was not called 
by them, but -by the Foraker people. 
These people are supposed to control 
the committee. It will be up to them to 
pass whatever 
resolutions they see 
fit. 
' 


NO ADVICE. 


So far as the Taft people are con- 


cerned, they see no necessity for a 
resolution of endorsement of any kind 
for anybody else. None Is necessary 
to insure the State for Taft. 
The 


Taft men on the State committee will 
have to act and vote as they see fit, 
without receiving advice or instruc- 
tions from any of the- Taft leaders. 
The" result will-be, it is believed, that 
the Taft leaders will ,not -be held re- 
sponsible for whatever Is'done and 
will not be committed to whatever is 
done. 


It Is now the position of the Taft 


people that the Presidency and the 
Eenatorship are separate things, and 
that .all they are looking for is all the 
strength they can get for Taft.

Governor Wanted Mayor to Remove 


Head of the Police Depart- 


ment JrojnJJffice. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May ll.-"I think your Chief of Police is 


incompetent. If you wish to retain him in. his present position, that 


I is your business. But, Mr. Mayor Schmitz, if you and your Chief 


• of Police do not promptly handle this street car strike, I shall come 


' into the situation and restore order and peace. I do not want to 
do so. It is up to you and your Chief of Police to do the proper 
thing. If I have to come here I will not tolerate any interference 
from you or your Chief of Police." 


This was part of the interview Governor James N. Gillett had 


with Mayor Schmitz this afternoon. The Governor arrived in this 
•city this morning and has established headquarters in the Ferry 
building. It is his intention to remain here on the scene of the street 
:ar strike until it is finally settled. He will tomorrow and until the 
'.rouble is adjusted personally view the disturbance. 


^ 
HE SENT FOR BOTH SIDES. 


Shortly after his arrival he sent for Patrick Calhoun, President 


Cornelius of the Carmen's Union and Mayor Schmitz. He had * 
private audience with each of these. 


Asked tonight if he had requested an audience with Brigadier- 


General Funston, the Governor said: 


"Officially I do not want to meet General Funston. There it 


no necessity for doing so. San Francisco should and can handle the 
strike. If she cannot, the State will do so. We will not have to 
appeal to the Washington authorities to brin;j Funston arid his Fed- 
eral troops-into the situation. I believe General Funston has no de- 
sire to mix in this local trouble." 


MAYOR IN CONFERENCE. 


The Governor and the Mayor were closeted in the Ferry build- 


ing for about two hours. The Mayor informed Gillett that he was 
confident that Chief of Police Dinan and himself could see to it that 
cars were operated and the peace maintained. The Governor told him 
"that he had seen bricks thrown at noon at a car at Sutter and Kearney 
streets. The Mayor admitted that he had been advised of that fact 
He then asked Gillett if he would consider incidents of brick-throw- 
ing an excuse to throw interior militia into the city. 


"No, sir," replied the Governor, "I'm not going to bring troops 


here until you show your inability to have cars runs without trouble 
and menace to the lives of passengers."

per day—the amount the hiring of strikebreakers is costing them. You can 
figure for yourself how long they will last, even if they do have an unlim- 
ited amount of money secreted in the vaults of competitive cities. You saw 
by today's action of the laundry workers what it will mean to many of the 
men found riding on the cars. Of course the various union? have set dif- 
ferent fines, but it will' mean $50 out of the pocket of an unloyal laundry 
worker.

lence." At the same-'time he said the union men could not restrain 
violence on the part of outsiders. I informed him that the Mayor 
and Chief of Police should preserve the peace of the community, 
and that if they failed to do so the State troops would have to inter- 
fere.

Later on Patrick Calhoun met the Governor. Calhoun expressed

MAKES A STATEMENT 


, SAN FRANCISCO, 
May 11.—Kindly 
grant me spaco to repudiate a dodger, 
now being circulated throughout the city, 
headed, "Tie U.p the Town," and en-dJng 
with an irvitation to "Hear Walter Mac- 
arthur," etc. 
" The use or misuse of my name is of 
no Importance to the public, and ol 
little concern even to myself. 
In tho 
present instance, however, H is clearly 
Intended by the authors of tlie dodger 
to associate the labor movement with 
the sentiments expressed by the for- 
mer.Some weeks ago, and while the In- 
dustrial situation In San Francisco, was 
peaceful, I was invited by the' man- 
agers of the Socialist party meetings in 
this city to deliver an address. 1 ac- 
cepted, and chose as my suoject, "The 
Trade Union; Its Essence and 
Effi- 
ciency." 
Of course, the tenor ol the 
advertisement here referred to Is calcu- 
lated, 
and 
I 
believe, 
designedly, 
to 
create an impression in the public mind 
that I, speaking as a representative of 
the trade union, favor a general suspen- 
sion of work. 
Speaking now as a representative of 
tho labor movement, I not only repudi- 
ate, 
but emphatically and unreservedly 
condemn the intimation thus sought to 
be conveyed. 
I repudiate the scurrilous sentiments 


of the dodger in question as an act of 
bad faith 
toward myself, and I con- 
demn them as repugnant to the laws, 
morals and common sense of the labor 
znovemont of San Francisco and of the 
whole world. 
Ordinarily I should not hesitate tc con- 
front - the authors of this slander upon 
the men and women now earnestly and 
intelligently seeking to improve their 
conditions. 
But these are not ordinary 
circumstances. A proper regard for the 
state of public temper and an earnest 
desire to aid, if only by silence, in se- 
curing a reasonable, anfl, so far as pos- 
sible, peaceful solution of our present 
difficulties, enjoins upon me the duty of 
bearing with misrepresentations rather 
than attempt to correct it; with 
the 
certainty of further inflaming the minds 
of men none too well fortified against 
their 
own 
impulses. 
My engagement 
with the Socialist party must bo con- 
sidered broken by the attempted mis- 
representation of my attitude and that 
of tho labor movement. 
Just a word with particular reference 
to the proposal to "tie up the town.

POPE PIUS X KEEPS 


BUSY AT THE VATICAN 


Discharged Two Cooks Because There 


Were Seven Already in the 


Kitchen. 


ROME, May 11.—The pope has just 


dismissed two more cooks who were 
employed in the Vatican 
since 
the 


time of Leo XIII. As soon as he was 
elected the pope noticed that seven 
cooks were employed in the kitchens 
of the Vatican palace, and is quoted as 
having said: "What is the use of hav- 
ing seven cooks to make a little broth 
for a poor man?" Forthwith five ol the 
codecs were dismissed, and Pius X, who 
is very fond of eating the same viands 
to which he was accustomed in his 
ynuth, obtained £rom Venice the cook 
who served him when ho was Patriach 
of Venice and who knew his tastes. 
The Vatican chef is in lull charge, as- 
sisted only by three persons who at- 
tend to minor details. 


The desire of the pope to obtain a 


Venetian chef is not at all an indi- 
cation that he wishes elaborate meals. 
The only thing- he takes before noon 
is a cup of coffee and milk. A.t noon 
he indulges in the heaviest meal of 
the day, with his private secretaries, 
with whom he eng.ag-es always in con- 
stant conversation as long as he is at 
the table. 


Plus X, following in part the ancient 


custom which does not allow a pope 
io sit at the same table with any one 
•but a sovereign, has a table of his 
own standing on a 
small 
platform 


about six inches from the floor and'fac- 
ing the table at which his secretaries 
are seated. Thus he is able to conform 
to ceremonial and to have company at 
dinner. 


ENJOYS SUPPER BEST. 


The most enjoyable meal for the pope 


is supper, at about eight in the eve- 
ning, because then the business of the 
Cay is over, and the pope is able to 
fliseuss matters with his intimate pre- 
lates. His meal is not much to speak 
of, frequently consisting only of a lit- 
tle palarl and a couple of hard-boiled 
epgs, notwithstanding the fact that the 
Vatican larder Is generaJly furnished 
with everything that is best and most 
tfesiz-able. To have an iflea of the re- 
sources of the Vatican kitchen it is 
cnoug-h to remember that nearly every 
sovereign of Europe sends every year 
to the pope some of the best delica- 
cies to be found in his realm, the Em- 
peror of Austria having- for over thirty 
years made a haMt o£ furnishing the 
Vatican 
with the celebrated Tokay 


wine and with cigars of the best qual- 
ity. 
Even 
non-Catholic sovereigns, 


such as the King of England and S<3e- 
<lcn and the Bmpbror of Russia, never 
forget to send some sort of offering in 
Ihc- shape of food or drink. It Is very 
seldom thru the pope drinks wine. 


RETIRES AT 10:30. 


After supper the pope generally stops 


to converse with his Intimate prelates, 


I but has made it a rule to go to bed 
' before halt past 10, unless the cares 


of his position should require him to 
stay up longer. 


The late Pope Leo XIII, had quj>e 


different habits regarding sleep and 
rnanj' times his attendants found him 
reading books or newspapers as late 
ns two In the morning. 
In fact one 


night Cardinal Rampolla, the 
former 


secretary of state, who had received 
an important message from 
abroad, 


ivcnt to the papal 
apartment 
at 1 


o'clock in the morning and asked the 
attendant to awaken the pope as the 
matter was important. All he got for 
his zeal was a halberd thrust on "his j 
chest from the Swiss guard, who had , 
been instructed by the pope himself not] 
to allow any one to enter his apart- i 


ment 
The screams of the cardinal 
aroused the pope, who was,deep in Jiis 
reading and he opened the door, to 
find his chief assistant 
nearly mur- 
dered. 


IS AWAKENED ATS P. M. 


When Pius X retires at half past 10. 


every one in the Vatican palace knows 
that no business is important enough 
to justify disturbing him. At 5 in the 
morning his personal 
attendants, 
of

the cots on which they sleep across 
the donr ot the pope's bedroom, in or- 
der to protect him from possible danger 
enter and awaken him. At 6, th« pope

APPOINT BOWLING TO 


COLLECT BACK WAGES 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 11.—Secre- 


tary Bowling of the Carmen's union, 
has been appointed by the Construc- 
tion Workers tfieir agent to secure 
the back pay due the track builders 
under the award of the board of arbi- 
tration but which has not yet been 
paid by the United Railroads, Regard- 
ing the attitude of the company to- 
wards the employes, Secretary Bowl- 
Ing last night gave out the following 
statement: 
"Mr. Calhoun Insists that his com- 


pany has always treated its employes 
fairly. 
To show that he Is mistaken, 


it is only necessary to cite one In- 
stance. 
"By the award of tho board of ar- 
bitration, 
the 
ralway 
construction 


workers (laborers, handy men, pavers, 
etc.) 
were awarded a substantial in- 


crease of pay and a reduction of their 
hours ol labor from nine to eight, so 
that ordinary laborers work but eight 
hours and receive a minimum wage of 
$2.50 per day. Under the terms of thin 
award a. considerable amount of mon- 
ey became due to these men for back 
pay, but, although the decision of the 
board of arbitration 
wan 
rendered 
February 28th—sixty days being al- 
lowed the company to comply with 
the trems of the award—the company 
has refused to pay these men what 
was due them, and the men, accord- 
ingly, have appointed James H. Bow- 
ling, secretary of the Carmen's Union, 
as their trustee, and have authorized 
him to collect their claims, 
which 


amount to many thousands of dollars. 
Aa these men are all poor and seldom 
remain long in. one place, and as they 
ara moved from job 
to job 
by tha 


company, it -will be seen that the col- 
lection of their claims will be exceed- 
ingly difficult, and that the longer that 
the company withholds 
the 
money 


the more likely it is that much of it 
will remain unclaimed. 
"I have today placed the matter In 
the hands of an attorney and have no- 
tified the company to make a settle- 
ment."

SE THE JUDGMENT OF JUDAH 


VERY Biblical reader is familiar, or should be, with the 
story of Judah and Tamar. It is a story that points 


a sternly accusing finger at society today. 


It is a scriptural allegory illustrating the 
most 


shocking and depressing tragedy in human history—an unend- 


ing tragedy that binds the race in chains to living death. 


Judah's treatment of Tamar is typical of the habitual at- 


titude of the male sex towards women, particularly of a certain 


class. Judah was a father in Israel, a leader among the sons of 


Jacob 


The lion of Judah was the emblem of Jewish nationality 


and independence, for Judah was the progenitor of the House 
of David, which s^ue Israel her greatest kingly line, and from 
which Jesus of Xazaroth also sprang. He was, therefore, to be 
regarded as a pattern among men, exemplifying in his person 
and conduct the \irtuos of a \\i?e ruler and just man. 


Yet when he encountered Tamar uncovered by the roadside 


he left with her his staff and ring. Then, when it came to his 
ears that she had sinned he called her to judgment. He forgot 
that he had not obeyed the law of his people which commanded 
him to provide her with a husband, and that he had himself 
broken the commandments. The penalty was death by stoning. 


In the light of Jndah's sin and Tamar's wrong, the words 


of the Savior, "Lot the first stone be cast by him that is with- 
out sin," should be fully understood. That sentence embodies a 
reproach which lies heavy against ihe masculine sex. 


Judah made a virtue of necessity after his own frailty had

been exposed, and saved his daughter-in-law from unjust pun- 
ishment, but he did no penance himself. Ever since his day 
the elders in Israel and the captains of hundreds hare con- 
tinued to leave their staffs and rings with the woman by the 
way and calling her to judgment. In this perpetual re-enact- 
ment of a wrong that was narrated in the Bible is a lesson to 
future generations. The Christian world seems to have missed 
its terrible significance, for the evil remains and as treated with 
the same hypocrisy and injustice it encountered in Judah's day. 


Judah and Tamar stand relatively and figuratively for the 


characters in a degrading drama that is forever being played 


before human eyes. 


But Judah's example and Christ's injunction are incom- 


plete as a lesson apart from the admonition to the erring woman 
to go and sin no more. How different from the tender sym- 
pathy which tempered divine justice are the canons and con- 
duet of human society! Judah and Tamar are constantly ad- 
ministering Draconian penalties to other Tamars. Judah is 
ever in the seat of judgement over the woman to whom he gave 
his staff and ring on the way. The .accusation in the ancient 
Bible story is as strong as it was when the world was young. 
It still calls with an awful voice to the failure of Christian 
peoples to heed the Savior's injunction to be just and sin not. 


Christian society continues to ignore a great moral pestilence, 


or treat it in a spirit of sinning hypocrisy as a crime to which 
there is only one party. The doctrine of the Pharisee that the 
woman is the sole sinner still obtains. We saw it exemplified in 
the trial of a famous divine accused of Judah's offense. The 


congregation over which he presided and to which the woman 
belonged virtually decided that the presfcher was innocent and 
the woman guilty. It was the judgment of Judah. 


Until it is treated in a more righteous and rational spirit 


the moral cancer which afflicts the human race will continue to 
extend its poisonous roots and baffle all attempts at cure. It 
has been the curse of all civilizations, the bane of all forms of 
society. Philanthrophy and philosophy alike recoil from it as 
•-beyond their cure. It is the despair of law-givers and sociolo- 
gists. If the Christian religion fails in its duty here or is pow- 
erless to provide a remedy, then will society continue to hug 
to its bosom a fungus of its own creating that is destroying 
purity and rotting the race at its heart. 


There can be no remedy so long as society holds to the 


attitude of Judah in the Biblical narrative. That is the attitude 
society has occupied since the dawn of civilization. It is the 
attitude of the Pharisee and the hypocrite. "\Vhether the so- 
ciety be Christian, Mohammedan or heathen, it has in all ages 
and in alf lands viewed the woman by the way with the eyes 
of Judah. It has given her Judah's treatment and Judah's 
judgment. She has been stoned for taking Judah's staff and 
ring while Judah holds his place as an elder iu the congrega- 
tion and a pillar of society. 


If society would'abate the social evil, it must reverse the 


judgment of Judah, and follow the simple but plain instruction 
of Christ to sin no more and allow only the sinless to stone the 
guilty. Nor should it be forgotten that the repentant Magdalen 
was among those who followed the Savior to the cross.

New Source of Electric Energy. 


Alpine county is the smallest, least populous and poorest of 


the counties of California. It has hitherto developed but few re- 
sources. 
It has only small areas suited to agricultural uses; no 


developed mineral resources; is located remotely from the railroads; 
is perched almost inaccessibly among the higher altitudes of the 
Sierra and possesses little, if anything, to attract settlers.. But it 
has been discovered by those who'are interested in the generation 
of electric power and light that it possesses one resource, hitherto 
neglected, which is of inculculable value to them, namely an inex- 
haustible and never failing water supply locat<d 
in 
a 
manner 


exactly suited to their wants. 
They have accordingly laid the 


foundation for the erection and operation of a plant near the little 
town of Woodfords for the generation of electricity 
to 
furnish 


light and power for the cities and towns of Reno, Carson City, 
Virginia, Tonopah, Goldficld, Yeringtou and Ely. It is doubtful 
whether anybody was bold enough a year or two ago to entertain 
the belief that Alpine county's Sierran streams would be a source 
of wealth and a valuable-aid for the exploiting of the State of 
Nevada's mineral resources. 


Hitherto Nevada has been relying upon 
Carson 
river, 
the 


Truckee and Owens rivers and its tributaries for power and light. 
These streams were supposed to be the only available sources of 
electric supply, and their waters were being utilized for that pur- 
pose. Alpine county's intrusion in the Nevadan mining camps as a 
healthy competitor will probably be a severe shock to the own- 
ers of electric plants at Floriston, Carson and Bishop creek; but 
it is developing before their" eyes at the present time as a stern 
reality. The owners of the power plant at Floriston on the Truckee 
river'have been for several years flattering themselves with the 
belief that they enjoyed an absolute monopoly to far as the supply 
of light and power for Reno and Virginia and ('.old Hill were con- 
cerned. But the organization of a corporation with unlimited capital 
behind it to establish a generating plant which shall not only invade 
their special field, but, also, a much larger area of the "Silver State" 
must have acted as a rude awakening from a. state of assumed 
r-ecurity and perfect repose. 


This Alpine county enterprise is another Manifestation of the 


fact that the opening up of the power resources of the Sierra^ is 
only in its initial stages. It has been assumed by some sanguine 
but expert hydraulic and electrical engineers that the Sierra really 
contain enough water power, when properly conserved, 
to tarn 


every wheel in the country, and that the limitation of its utilization 
is only restricted by the ability to transmit long distances. The 
people of little Alpine county are truly to be congratulated on the 
production of at least one natural resource which promises to bring

FATHER OF 


OLYMPIC CLUB 


I 


SAN" FRANCISCO, May 11.-William Grcer Harrison, 


president and makor of the Olympic club, has once again re- 
signed from the presidency of that organization. It was on 
Tuesday night and lie sent in his note of regret, stating that it 
would be impossible for him to head the club any longer and 
after an informal discussion, the Board of Directors decided 
to postpone final action in the matter. 


While none of the directors, are anxious to have Mr. Har- 


rison stop down and out from the position which he has not only 
filled, but adorned, during a score of years, still he has be- 
come so churlish, irascible and nagging since the fire, that 
many of the men with the best interests of the club at heart, 
feel it would be better for all concerned if Mr. Harrison retires 
to the pivacy of honorary membership. 


It was William Greer Harrison who first made the Olympic 


club talked of the world over. In the old days when its rooms 
were in the upper stories of De Young's Alcazar building on 
OTarrell street, the club was as well known in London as in 
San Francisco. Harrison was then the president, the late Her- 
man Oelrichs was one of its most enthusiastic members and Jim 
Corbett was the instructor of boxing. Harrison ruled with an 
iron hand. Finally the club split up into factions, one side 
hailing Harrison as the great deliverer and the other denounc- 
ing him as an impediment to the ultimate success of the organi- 
zation. 


This latter faction was headed by Superior Judge William 


P. Lawlor, who in those days was a law student and one of 
the most influential and popular members of the club. Lawlor 
delivered a number of speeches against the Harrison manage- 
ment at the open meetings. He was the first man that ever 
dared thwart the plans of the president in such a forceful man- 
ner. 
Finally things became so disagreeable that Harrison 


stepped down and out; not, however, until that spectacular fail- 
ure, the Circus Maximus. was pulled off for the benefit of the 
club at Mechanics' Pavilion. 


Of course, you all know about that wondrous show and how 


the old pavilion was converted into a great Roman amphitheater 
of the time of Nero. The tiers of boxes were arranged so that 
all the Roman nobles and plebeans might pay homage to Caesar 
and Mrs. Caesar, while the wrestlers wrestled; the gladiators 
fought with their short swords; the chariot racers whirled 
around the arena and the vestal virgins sung the praises of the 
gods. 


It was a beautiful sight, but it was a case of all going out 


and nothing coming in, for the receipts, while large, never 
classed \uth the expenditures, which were tremendous. 


Af-ter the circus was over, Mr. and Mrs. Caesar gave the 


famous banquet which'wound up in a free for all fight and ulti- 
mately found its way into the courts through the suit brought 
against the host and hostess by Hortoni because Mr. and Mrs. 
Caesar felt that thev had been overcharged, they having en- 
tirely overlooked the fact that the appetites of the wrestlers and 
the boxers, the gladiators and the-Vestal Virgins for food and 
drink was beyond comprehension. 


After all sorts of vicissitudes, including a reduction of the 


initiation fee, the election of a lot of bartenders, saloonkeepers 
and tinhorn gamblers to membership, the Olympic Club finally 
struggled to its feet again and once more William Greer Har- 
rison took charge. 


Under his management during the past several years the 


organization made wondrous strides until its magnificent home 
and world-famous baths were wiped out by the great fire of 
April ]8th. To be sun1, internecine strife \vas not lacking 
during that stretch of years, the most bitter battle of all being 
the efforts of William Greer Harrison and his immediate fol- 
lowers to defeat Jack Gleason for re-election to the leadership 
of the club. 


That was certainly a very Grange fight and Harrison very 


foolishly permitted the introduction of Democratic politics into 
the scrap. It was admitted on all sides that Gleasou was the 
best leader the club e^ or had. The entertainments given under 
his auspices were_more elaborate than those given by his pre- 
decessors. He made a feature of. the ladies' nights and per- 
sonally canvassed the theaters and other clubs for attractions. 
His field days were great successes and above all, he was per- 
sonally popular with the majority of the members. 


Yet for £ome reason or other, Harrison opposed the re- 


nomination of Gleason. John Hammersmith, the jeweler, and 
former leader of the club, was nominated on the regular ticket 
to succeed Gleason, but the friends of the latter refused to stand 
for program and an opposition ticket, headed by Gleasoa for 
leader, was put in the field. 


Gleason's campaign was handled by John Cunningham, of 


the Crocker-Woolworth Bank. At first the campaign was nice 
and gentlemanly and clean and very clubby, but Harrison made 
the mistake of * permitting himself to be quoted in the news- 
papers in a manner that gave Gleason the worst of it. A 
nasty mess ensued. Gleason declared that the reason why Ham- 
mersmith wanted to be leader was for the purpose of compelling 
the club to buy its trophies from his jewelry firm. 


From the day Gleason was elected leader to the time of Ms 


voluntary retirement from that position, the Olympic Club 
bought all its medals and cups and things from Vanderslyce. 


During the years that Hammersmith was leader, all the jewelry 
given away in prizes was purchased from his own firm and 
Jimmy Bitt, who as the amateur champion of the club, won a 
belt supposed to be worth $100 and given by Herman Oelrichs, 
declared that the belt was a joke, as there were some real mean 
things said about the jewelry business. 


Then Dr. Washington Dodge, our "honest" 
Assessor 


(don't laugh) butted into the fray. He declared that Gleason 
should not'bc re-elected because he voted for William R. Hearst 
at the Santa Cruz convention. With Mm was Frank Gould, the 
chairman of that convention, and a number of other McNab 
henchmen, who have for a decade gloriously led the Democratic 
party to defeat. It was the hottest fight in the history of the 
Olympic Club and resulted in the election of Gleason by an 
overwhelming majority. Harrison took the defeat of Hammer- 
pmith as a personal insult, which as a matter of fact it was, and 
got very grouchy. 


But after a while a peace was patched up and things went 


along well until the great fire. Then came up the question of 
the new building and immediately Harrison's imagination 
works got steamed up to a fever heat. In his mind he outlined 
a palatial home for the club which had so beautifully blos- 
somed from a trapeze hung to a weeping willow in the back 
yard of the Nabl home on Russian Hill into the best-known 
amateur athletic organization on the face of the globe. 


It was first decided to put in a basement in the old site" 


sixty feet deep. I think that cost a very/large amount of money 
and the thousands of dollars voluntarily contributed by the 
members of the club have been buried in that hole. 


Then came the problem of $100 assessment to erect a gor- 


geous palace in which Harrison proposed to house the club. But 
the majority of the members arc bitterly opposed to this $100 
assessment.'They declare that already there has been too much 
dreaming and it is about time for all concerned to wake up and 
get busy after the fashion of practical men. 


Every time the matter has been brought up before the 


board of directors kicks against the proposed assessment have 
been filed and all sorts of mean things said about the visionary 
tendencies of the president. In consequence Harrison has 
been known to resign as much as three times at one meeting 
during the last couple of weeks. 


Because Frank O'lvane, one of Ihe committee of three on 


the new building opposed some of Harrison's plans and de- 
manded figures showing the details how the forty odd thousand 
dollars collected had been expended in digging a hole on Post 
street, Mr. Harrison threatened him with personal violence and 
so bitter has become the feud 'tween ibis twain that Harrison 
referred to O'Kane as having reached his level when he started 
to dig the Market-street sewer. 


But it looks now as though William Greer Harrison has 


once again actually retired from the head of the Olympic Club. 
If he has, it will be bad for the organization, for with all his 
foibles and his follies, Harrison has always had the good o£ 
the club at heart. To be srre, according to some of the directors, 
he has on several occasions advocated the election to member- 
ship of a number of undesirable persons and he has practically 
compelled the keeping in office of Max Rosenfeld. But aside 
frpm these trivial matters, he has really worked for the best 
interests of the club. 


William Greer Harrison is a very peculiar man. Bom in 


Ireland, lie went to England when young and then came to this 
country, where for years he was known as the leader of the 
English Insurance Colony. Then he wrote a play, dealing with 
an episode in Irish history, called "The O'Neill." Then he 
wrote another play called "Gannymede," but like grandfather's 
clock, they all stopped short, never to go again after the first 
winding. It was said that he used to write a play just for men- 
tal pastime between meals. He is a great talker—in fact, he 
always talks. 
One of the wags of the Bohemian Club, in invit- 


ing friends to luncheon, said "Let's go into the dining-room 
and hear William Grcer Harrison eat." 


But those little knocks don't pount for much. In the Olym- 


pic Club, Harrison has a splendid monument and Ms name will 
go ringing down the halls of time as that of the best-liked and 
most cordially hated president of the organization. 


Once he had a literary controversy with Ambrose Bierce— 


but that's a tale too sad to tell in these frivilous columns. 


The Severn Cafe, a pretentious grill, started by a number 


of bright young business men on Geary street, just below Van 
Ness avenue, for the purpose of making John Tait look like a 
discolored deuce in a soiled deck, blew up the other evening and 
what the 'cooks and waiters did to the larders and the wine cel- 
lar would take three large volumes printed in small type to tell. 


Now, the Severn was really a very pretty place, the service 


was excellent and the eating was unusually good. But some- 
how or other, the people who put their money into the venture, 
saw from the start that they hadn't a chance to get it out again. 


And for why? Just because you cannot run a business 


that you do not understand. Let a banker go into the book- 
making game and see how k»ng his roll will last, or let an artist 
go into the house painting business and just watch Ms finish. 


And so it is with, the cafe and grill'game. You will probably 


be surprised to learn that the greatest obstacle the manage- 
ment of a place like Tait's or the Severn has to contend against 
is the persistent stealing of the waiters and. the man in charge of 
the kitchen. In order to preserve something just bordering on 
honesty, it is necessary to have a triple check system and a large 
force of clerks and auditors. 


Some, waiters are so expert in'the art of stealing that they 


can carry a bowl of soup or an oyster stew tinder their arms 
for two or three trips around the dining-room. Others have 
their coats so made that they can conceal pies and other sub- 
stantial desserts about Iheir person until somebody orders one 
of the dishes and as the waiter only pays the house for what he 
orders from the head of the kitchen, all he is able to conceal 
about his person is clear profit to him, as he makes out a dummy 
check for the customer. 


The stealing of slabs of cold roast beef is one of the most 


popular devices resorted to by the expert waiter in order to 
cheat his employer. This is done very easilv. The beef is placed 
on a medium sized plate and carelessly laid aside in the kitchen. 
As soon as the waiter gets an order that will compel its being 
served on a large plate,"he deftly slips the smaller plate contain- 
ing the beef beneath the larger'one and in that manner escapes 
the vigilant eye of the cashier. 


But the people at the Severn didn't understand 
these 


strange and weird trirks. In consequence, while ihey did a big 
business, the waiters got the money, and so the venture col- 
lapsed. 


I understand on Monday night when the warers were told 


there was no pay coming to them, they just closed the doors and 
went at the larder and ihe wine cellar like a lloc.v of vultures. 
They served themselves the most elaborate banquet with the 
finest wines on the market and about ton o'clock in the evening 
when thev were all soused to the eyes, they began a spectacular 
retreat along Van Ness avenue, staggering under their great 
loads, and flourishing bottles of the vintage. They took away 
everything in the place except the wall paper find the hot 
stoves. Their march down Van Ness avenue to the stirring air 
of "Oh, why should we work like other folks do'?'' made the few 
weary stragglers think that Farley's men were on the rampage.

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The exposure of Philadelphia Jack O'Brien as the most 


contemplible crook the sporting world has known during the 
past decade is one of the best things that ever happened in the 
interest of clean boxing.

Ruel Peiley Smith has given us in 
'Prisoners of Fortune" 
another 
of 


these fascinating pirate tales. 
The 


usual buried treasure figures in the 
story, as does also the battle which 
one" invariably expects between 
the 


sea robbers and the amateur treasure 
seekers. In several \vayb the book re- 
minds one of "Lorna Doone," that de- 
lightful old tale by Blackmore. 
Not 


only is the method of narration sim- 
ilar' but the hlrftory of the heroine re- 
sembles that of Lorna as well. Very 
different, however, is the scene, which 
Is set in Boston during the first half 
of the eighteenth century. 
The stnrv is supposed to be told by 


the hero, Philip Campbell. The open- 
in- .snow a us Philip as a small boy, 
together with his playmate, TSlias An- 
drews who atterward becomes his bit- 
terest foe, and his cousin, Ephraira, 
with whom he lived. The pirates, then,

m«nt of Boston's small boys was to 
play at being pirate—a play in which 
Ellas usually insisted on taking the 
pare of Captain Kidd or one of the 
cruel rovers of the sea.

for the interview, 
and 
unlike 


some of his brother associates at 


Idora Park under similar circum- 


stances, was unaccompanied by 


any friends. But I recognized him 


instantly, despite the fact that off 


the stage the new tenor looks 


more like a lawyer or a man of af- 


fairs than he resembles the popu- 


lar conception of an opera singer. 


He is well-built, neither large nor 


small, with brown eyes, clear-cut 


features and hair made conspicu- 


ouj by a thick white lock above 


the left temple. Lateral learned 


that this particular mark had been 


the special property, if not glory, 


of Mr. Bogart ever since he was a 


boy of sixteen. Incidentally, while 


on the subject of grey tresses, we 


discussed hair-d\ es and other dis- 


guises and I learned several pro- 


fessional secrets in the way of 
*, 


make-up 
\\hich I propose to 


guard jealously. 


When Mr. Bogart 
said that 


Monday was his first appearance 


in Oakland, he qualified it after- 


ward by stating that he meant in 


opera. 


"Oh, 
I've 
sung here many, 


many times before, but that was 


in concert." 


"Indeed? 
Where, -uhen 
and 


who with?'' I put these questions 
a!' in a breath, eager for confir- 


mation of certain floating bits of 


i iformation gathered during the 


thirty minutes intermission on 


Monday evening". 


"That \\as long ago. 
Margaret 


Cameron used to play my accom- 


paniments—she played then for 


the Hughes Club at that time, too. 


I believe she's married?"' 


Mr. Bogart wouldn't make a 


half-bad interviewer himself, see- 


ing that he knows how to ques- 


tion. 
I supplied the necessary 


information regarding 
the 
no-fi 


fairi3'-well New York writer, who 


by the way is sojourning in some 


far-away islands just now, being 


somewhat broken 
in 
health— 


added a little gossip concerning 


other well-known friends of Mr. 


Bogart, and returned, so to speak, 


to the charge. 


Among those with whom Mr. 


Bogart used to appear here in 


concert was Miss Sophie New- 


land, now known 
as 
Madame 


Sofia Neustadt, herself a singer of 
note throughout Europe. 
When 


Mr. Bogart mentioned the name 


of this delightful vocalist, I was 


minded of a concert at Maple Hall 


in the Palace Hotel on which oc- 


casion he sang "Daddy" so touch- 


ingly that many in the fashionable 


audience gathered to listen 
to 


these two favorites were moved to 


tears. 
Which minds me also of 


the time that Mr. Bogart was the 


pet of San Francisco from a musi- 


cal standpoint. 
The ladies there 


made a sort of pink tea idol of him 


at that-time—a being for whom 


Mr. Bogart now has especial de- 


testation. 


"I can't bear a man of that 


," declared he, shrugging his 


shoulders, "still, it must be rather^ 


difficult for a tenor to keep away 


from adulation, unless he eschews 


society?" 


This Mr. Bogart neither 
af- 
\ 


firmed nor denied, but proceeded 


to talk a little about singers and 
society. Not your really and truly 


opera singer, mind you, but those 


who devote their talents to songs 


alone, and in passing, paid the 


Ebell Club 6f Oakland a compli- 


ment. He sang before this so- 


ciety, it appears, some years ago, 


therefore is he entitled to speak 


whereof he knows. 


"I don't object to singing be- 


fore an organization of that kind, 


where the ladies sit down and 


listen; most everybody out here 


has studied music, and likes to 


listen. But, in New York—bah ! 


When they want music they pay 


for it at the opera, and when sing-y 
ers are engaged for an afternoon, 


nobody dreams of listening. The 


chatter and noise goes on just 


the sarr«—so does the eating/' he 


•added, "and ] don't like it. "You're 


held in just the same esteem there 


as the paid orchestra 
Nobody 


cares anything about it." 


Now, after such a bouquet as 


this, the ladies of this city ought 


to be more than delighted to wel- 


come Mr. Bogart on this, his re- 


turn home; for Andrew Bogart is 


a San Franciscan, born and bred, 


''I received my education in the 


public schools there,'" stated he, 


"and to my father alone do I owe 


whatever of 
musical 
training 


I've received " 


"Indeed?" I had heard, but did 


not so say, that to Mr. Francis 


Stuart belonged the credit of Mr. 


Andrew Bogart's training, but, 


the tenor's word for it, this is a 


mistake. 
Mr. Bogart, senior, a 


stalwart German-American, is the 


man who brought out all the la- 


tent possibilities, he having been 


j both a composer and a leader of 


oorchestra. So says his son. 


"Are you here for good?" was 


one of my queries, to which the 


new tenor replied: 


"Xo, I'm here for a short en- 


gagement only; this in 'The For- 


tune Teller' and one other. 


"I don't know what I'll sintr 


in here next 
You know 'When 


Johnny C 
i -ching Home' 


is to follo\\ . 
-ii I'll have 


a short rest. .. 
at I'll sing 


again for a couple of weeks." 


"And then?" 


"I'll summer in California, re- 


turning East to join the Shubert 


organization, with which I'm un- 


der contract to appear" 


Mr. Bogart's earlier efforts are 


associated with one-time people 


of note in California. 


It was when he sang at the 


Rosewald concerts. 
He had the 


distinction, too, of appearing at 


the Grand Opera House on the 


very 
last 
performance 
before 


Morosco took it over and turned 


the building into 
a 
vaudeville 


house. 


Mr. Bogart sang, too, at the 


Carl Beel ''pops" and made his 


first bow here in opera at the new 
Tivoli, singing 
in 
"The 
Sere- 


nade." 


He sang also at the big Los 


Auzeles fiesta years ago, when 


they had a musical program in 


Hazard's Opera House, and the 


audiences numbered daily about 


5000 people. Great performances 


were those, with a chorus 500 
strong, and an orchestra to the 


tune of 300. 


Maud Berry Fisher and 
Mrs. 


Charles Dickman's names were 


also mentioned by Mr. Bogart 


among those of others with whom 


he had sung. 


"After the Los Angeles fiesta 


I came back to San Francisco and 


gave a farewell concert at Metro- 


politan Hall. Then I 
left 
for 


Europe." 


"To study, I presume." 


"Oh," came the reply, given 


rather nonchalantly, "I wanted to 


travel and hear things." 


"How long were you gone?" 
"I was over there about six 


months. 
TlTen I returned, and 


toured the Coast. 
After that I 


got the European fever again, so 
I went back and begun study 


with Shakespeare in London. 
I 


stayed with him only a 
short 


time, however, and then went to 
Italy, after that back again to 


America. I taught for a while in 


San Francisco; also gave a few 


concerts. Two years ago I mar- 


ried." 


"I didn't know that you had a 


family." 


"Oh, yes, it was quite a ro- 


mance. My wife's a Boston girl. 


She came out here to visit my 
sister, and 
only 
stayed 
two 


months. 
It was the first time 


we'd ever met, but we became 


engaged, 
and 
married 
shortly 


after." 


"And is Mrs. Bogart with y,ou?" 


"Indeed, yes. She goes where- 


ever I do. Then it was Europe 


again. I gathered together all my 


music before you're called -on. 
Then you come out from the lit- 


tle box where you've been wait- 


ing, sing your little song and go 


away. No one says a word to you. 


You don't know whether ypu've 


won or lost until later. Your 
voice may not suit; you may be 
too tall or too short, or what not. 


You will never know why you've 


failed. 
My experience 
was 
a 


trifle different, for I won out the 


tryout, from among at least a 


hundred of applicants. 
I went 


there alone, and sung the latter 


part of the prologue from Pag- 


liacchi. 
When I'd finished the 


manager 
stepped 
up to 
me, 


clapped me oti the shoulder, and 


said, "You'll do." 


"On the strength of my suc- 


cess in 'The School Girl' I got 


an opportunity to play, in "The 


Little Michus.' This was a flat 


failure. 
Then the London fog 


got into my, lungs, and I gave up 


singing and wintered in Italy. In 


Florence I studied with 
Van- 


nucini, now over eighty years old 


and one of the greatest of teach- 


ers. I tool: three lessons a week, 


with lots of extra time thrown in. 


Then I came on to New York and 


while them I received a 
letter 


from Mr. Leahy of the San Fran- 
cisco Tivoli, asking me to come 


there for the summer season. I 


was about to start," concluded 


Mr. Bogart, "when 
the 
earth- 


quake came, so I changed 
my 


plans and went to Nova Scotia. 


After that came my season with 


the 'Girl and the Governor/ and 


now I'm here." 


This, in 'short, is what I learned 


from the lips of Mr. Andrew Bo- 
gart, concerning himself. But he 


has hosts of acquaintances here 


who knew him well in the old 


concert gh ing days, and who will 


surely take this occasion to listen 


once again to the o^nce baritone, 


now tenor notes, of the returned 
singer.

LOVE OF YOUR WIFE DURING LIFE

The value of the individual Is to be 


measured >y thet amount of happiness 
produced by him. 


All worthy and honest effort Is di- 


rected to give, In the end, pleasure. 
To give Immediate pleasure, one's in- 
tercourse with those about us is not 
to be considered less important than 
the fulfillment of our high Ideals and 
the accomplishment of the work to 
which In some form or other each use- 
ful lltk la devoted. 


Tour garden, then, must not only 


bear fruit, but must also produce flow- 
ers. Among the seeds sow plentifully 
those which we call small attentions. 
Compared with big attentions, they 
are 
apt to be 
despised. 
But they 


ought not to toe deemed trifles. Some- 
times, to be cure, they are •that and 
nothing more. And so the estimable 
Cobbett In his "Advice to a Husband' 
said: "Throughout your life, 
show 


your affection for your wife and your 
admiration for her, not in nonsensical 
compliment; 
not In picking up her 


handkerchief, or her glove, or In car- 
rying her fan or parasol; not, If you 
have the means, In hanging trinkets 
and baubles upon her; not In making 
yourself a fool 
by 
winking at and 


seeming pleased with her foibles, or 
follies, or faults; but show them by 
acts of real goodness toward her; 
prove by unequivocal deeds the high 
value that you set on her health and 
life and peace of mind; let your praise 
ot her go to the full extent of her 
deserts; but let It be consistent with 
truth and with sense and such as to 
convince her of your sincerity." 


But It Is nonsense to talk of friend- 


ship or of love without devotion. And 
It is equally nonsense to talk and to 
boast of lifelong devotion unless there 
are dally and hourly evidences of it. 


Love of that kind Is like hoarded 


wealth. 
While It Is locked up It Is 


useless.

But when the true lover places 
his trifling gift In the hand of his lady 
love, her eyes speak the thanks which 
her heart Is too full of Joy for her lips 
to utter. 


Women demand attention; they ask 


to be told that they are loved; they 
ask to be told that they look beautiful,

man—Miss Grace Hutchinson, of 


Chicago. .The difference between 
these two feats is this: Frau Use 
is the first white woman who has 


ever dared to set foot within the 


borders of this strange land; and 
while a few other women tourists 


have tried to 
enter 
Mar-Saba 


Miss Hutchinson has been the 


only, one to succeed. 


She got by the stolid guards 


disguised as a youth ! 


"No woman admitted here!" 
That sign might as well be pla- 


carded along the Tibetan border. 
It means death to try. 
White 


men — mighty few 
of them, 


though—have done it. The first 


venturesome 
explorers all met 


death. Finally one European en- 
tered the sacred city of Lhasa, 
.where the sacred Lama, head of 
the Buddhist 
religion, 
sits in 


state. Then Colonel Younghus- 
band led his British force and laid 
bare the sacred mysteries of this 
inaccessible land and its capital 
city. 


But there were no women 


along. 


And so Frau Filchner is the 


'first. She is the wife of Lieuten- 
ant Wilhelm Filcimer, of Berlin. 
.With her husband she dared leave 
her comfortable horns1 in the Ger- 


man capital to hazard the journey 
into the heart of Tibet. 


It was a terrible journey. Not 


once, btit a dozen times, were the 
lives of the little caravan threat- 


ened, and once they were actually 
in danger. For weeks they were 
virtual pirsoners, but at last they 


got away in safety, but not with- 
out awful sufferings. 


The party first went to China, 


intending to enter the forbidden 


land by the northern border. They 


landed at Shanghai and, passing 
through those more civilized por- 
tions,of the Flowery Kingdom, 
they struck by the nearest route 


for Tibet, hundreds of miles 


away. 


The moment 
they 
left 
the 


Europeanized portions of 
the 


took'^th'eir 


toned order, a Chinese corporal 


and three -soldiers, besides nine 


servants. 
For the first few days, 


moreover, a Mongolian 


went along and a squad of sol- 


diers to give them safe-conduct 


at the outset. 


Now that she is' home again, 


Frau Filchner and her husband 


are most enthusiastic over the 
success of their expedition. 


GREAT HARDSHIPS. 


"Our chief aid," said Frau Fil- 


chner, "was Li, a teacher from 
Lanchou, and then we had eight 
coolies from different sections of 
China, so that they wou'd not be 


too clannish. One of the man- 
darins, Sulope, was a half-blood 
Tibetan, ready to serve as inter- 
preter. There were no less than 
seventy -seven yaks and horses for 
transporting tents, provisions and 
instruments when the expedition 
started, but during the hard parts 
of travel many fell by the way- 
side. It was necessary to carry 
provender for the horses and yaks 
as well as tea, sugar, rice, bacon 
and meal for the rest of us. 


"Our men were 
well armed 


with rifles and swords, but wea- 
pons were to be used only as a 
last resort. With all in readiness 
we started on that 
dangerous 


stretch of territory where man 
and nature alike seemed ready to 
oppose the newcomer. At 
Si- 


ning-fu we met the charming 
family of Mr. and Mrs. Ridley, 


missionaries, who 
were 
most 


kind," 


When asked why he took his 


wife with him on this arduous 
and dangerous journey Lieuten- 
ant Filchner replied: 


"I wished to give my wife an 


opportunity FJto take part in my 
work. The German woman is al- 
ways ready, to do her share, but 
too often her husband bars the 
way, and will not permit her to 
stand by his side when he needs 
her most. 


"My wife . was well equipped 


intellectually to assist in the 
scientific work, and she was not 
at all lacking in courage to face 
all possible dangers. She argued 
that it was better to face all dan- 
gers together than apart, and so 
she went with me. I have not re- 
gretted it, for although 
many 


prophesied the wiping out of my 
caravan, we returned safe 
and 


sound, after all our dangers." 


"But," said Frau Filchner, con- 


tinuing, "the troubles of our ex- 
pedition were- not confined-to the 


to take all observations and to 
map out the country as it has 
never before been mapped. Manj 
scientific observations were made 
as to geography,-meteorology and 
other 
characteristics of 
the 


strange land. We were well sat- 
isfied with our work. 


"The cold we suffered in the 


mountains was severe, and the 
warmest clothing was needed.

ersed, with the many accompany- 
ing accidents.

"The approach to the territory 


of the Ngoloks was accompanied 
by many misgivings. These were 


cially opposed to visits of strang- 
ers, but by diplomacy and pres- 
ents of shining beads and wea- 
pons their chiefs were propitiated. 
Li proved a most timid philoso- 
pher, but his peaceful disposition 
went far toward -preserving the 
good will of the tribes we visited.

One night the savages,

He pretended to believe that the

He 
determined to see whether the in- 
tentions of the white men were 
indeed peaceful, so this escort 
held to the caravan from, that day 
until it left Tibetan soil.

A VISIT TO QRAND LAMA. 


And Dr. Tafel did his share of 


the deeds, too. Perfectly famiHar 
with the Tibetan language 
atid 


customs, disguised as a native, he 
was admitted to the presence of 
the Grand Lama himself. He is 
the first white man ever to be 
face to face with the great Pope 
of Buddhism, . who fled . from 
Lhasa, upon the approach of the 
British. Dr. Tafel found him in 
a Tibetan monastery 
at Gom- 


boun, near the Chinese frontier. 
i 


"The meeting," said Dr. Tafel, 


"took place with the greatest dif- 
ficulty. 


"I doubt whether the 
Lama 


knew I was a European. My fa- 
miliarity with the Tibetan lan- 
guage and customs, gained 
by 


many years traveling in Central 
Asia, enabled me to pass as. a na- 
tive. 
. 


"The Dalai Larn'a is a very 


small man of the genuine Tibetan 
type. He is pockmarked 
and 


wears a small mustache. He sat 
upon a square platform?- three feet 


above the floor. -My greetings 
were received without response, 
but the Dalai Lama condescen ^d 
to exchange gilts. On retiring I 
made a deep obeisance, which 
seemed to please his Holiness, 
who suddenly touched my liiad, | 
signifying his approval.". . 


-Later, Dr. Tafel saw the. Lama 


examining candidates for admis- 
sion to the priesthood. Three as- 
pirants squatted on the ground, 
surrounded by numerous squat- 
ting priests. 
The Dalai Lama 


walked to and fro among them, 
questioning each candidate.. . 


If one of them answered incor- 


rectly the Dalai I^ama hastily 
clapped his hand over the speak- 
er's mouth' as if to prevent him 
from disclosing his 
ignorance. 


One who did not regard the hint 
roused the displeasure 
of 
the 


Dalai. Lama, who signified 
his 


contempt by raising his foot and 
wsiving it around the offender's 
head. 


Miss Hutchinson's experiences 


were not so thrilling, but just as 
adventuresome. She was with a 
party of Cook's tourists in 
the 


Holy Land when it was 
sug- 


gested by some of her friends that 
they pay a visit to the Mar-Saba, 
a monastery for monks who have 
offended the laws of the Greek 
Orthodox Church throughout the 
East. 


Mar-Saba 
means 'Tenitenti- 


ary." And truly it is, There:are 
confined monks who have sinned 
against the church, some for five, 
Mothers for ten and some for fif-. 
teen years. A few are there for 
life.

It lies fifteen miles southeast 


of- Jerusalem,in the midst of a 
wild and rocky region known a: 


the "Wilderness of Judea." It is 
so out of the beaten track that it 
might as well be 100 miles away. 
The journey takes all day. 


Environed by grim, 
black, 


basalt rocks and surrounded by a 
double wall all moated and barred 
and buttressed, it is a forbidding 
place of exile indeed. It looks 
more the fort; than the domicile 
of peaceful fathers of the church. 


To enter, one-must bear creden- 


tials from the Greek Patriarch at 
Jerusalem. 


When the visitor knocks at the 


great iron gate which is kept con- 
stantly locked and 
barred, the 


watchman in the tower 
above 


lowers a little basket from a win- 
dow. 
The visitor's passes and 


credentials are put in. These are 
taken to the father superior to be 
examined by. him while the visitor 
waits outside the gate. 
He is 


passed within if all is satisfactory. 


First of all, no woman is ad- 


mitted. Several venturesome ones 
have tried it, only to be rebuffed. 


But not so for Miss Hutchin- 


son.

NEWTORK, Mas- 11.—A general strike 


of all the unions allied with the striking 
longshoremen is now threatened. 
The 


strikers still have the agents at a great 
disadvantage and both steles are priming 
for a desperate flght. 


Encouraged by the partial success of 


their efforts to 
secure 
more 
adequate 


•wages, the longshoremen today set In op- 
eration plans by which a complete tie-up 
of all the harbor traffic of New York will 
be effected. As a beginning, the 1000 men 
employed "by the forty grain elevators in 
and about Greater Xew York gave twenty- 
four hours' notice of an intention to strlka 
In sympathy -with tho longshoremen if ths 
demands of the latter are not acceded to 
by the trans-Atlantic lines. 


OTHERS TO STRIKE, 


Simultaneously President Patrick Con- 


nors of the Longshoremen's Union 
an- 


nounced that meetings of the teamsters' 
locals throughout New York would be 
held tomorrow to consider the question 
of declaring a sympathetic strike; and 
In addition to the tug men, who struck 
on Friday against hauling strike breakers 
to the big plera, the harbor men and the 
tlefe water men, the latter being in chargo 
of the tugs which haul coal to the liners, 
ore exceedingly restive and threaten, if 
the strike is not ended v;lthln twenty- 


four hours, to follow the other men. out. 


The fruition of these plans would abso- 


lutely paralyze traffic on the harbor front. 


"We feel confident that all of these, men 


will strike in our behalf," said Chairman 
Connors tonight. "We arc engaged in a 
common battle for existence, and what 
affects one, affects all. "We are going to 
win this strike."

IMPROVING ONION 


Jhe University Is Studying 1W Varieties 


•BERKELEY, May 1.—In the gardens 


within the campus of the University, 
special efforts are being made toy the 
college of agriculture this season to- 
ward developing the onion, and to this 
end experiments are being conducted 
with 140 .varieties. 
The raising 
of 


onions has come to be one of the best- 
paying propositions that the Califor- 
nia farmer has ever tried, and since 
the Industry became extensive, 
the 


California product, on account of its 
size and flavor lias become the favorite 
for export trade. Tho experts of the 
college of agriculture are making spe- 
cial efforts th'ls year to Introduce the 
Button onion a.mong California grow- 
ers, and for this purpose much space Is 
given to this special variety in both 


the University garden* and on the dif- 
ferent experimental stations. 


There are a number of large farms 
in the northern and southern valley 
sections where nothing Is cultivated 
but the onion. The yield per Acre is 
often as high as twenty-four ton«, and 
If such an amount could be raised In 
Sutton or Bermuda onions which Bell 
from ten to fifteen cents per pound, 
it is easily figured why California 
growers are so much Interested In 
having the department of agriculture 
assist in developing the best varieties. 
Last season the experts succeeded In 
raising Suttons that weighed as much 
as three and a half pounds each. Tho

CHICAGO, May 11.—Rule 
of the 


United States Government in Alaska 
was criticised severely last night by 
Major General A. W. Greeley, com- 
mander of the Northern Division of 
the United States army, in an address 
before the Geographic Society of Chi- 
cago. 
General Greeley has made several 
polar expeditions,* on one of which 
his party established a record for "far- 
thest north," and all but seven of 
the party perished. 
Within the last 


two years, he has explored parts of 
Alaska. 
"The same trouble predominates In 


Alaska today that has characterized 
the attitude of the United States Gov- 
ernment towards all of the aborigines 


with which it has come In contact," 
said General Greeley. "It never treats 
them fairly. 
It has put the Esqui- 
maux or the Alaskan Indian on the 
road to ruin. 
"A few years ago the United States 


courts were a fiasco. It was a won- 
der to me that the entire lot of gov- 
ernment officials were not hanged by 
mob law. 
I have been in mining 


camps where, aa the old saying goes, 
they hung five men before breakfast 
for less provocation than was Imposed 
on the people of Alaska. The courts 
were only instruments of private in- 
terests." 


General Greeley said 
the 
"blood 


thrilling" episodes of Alaska described 
by certain writers are exaggerations. .

tary prison at Alcatraz Island, and to 
use the funds in the construction of 
r.e\v buildings . 
The re-rjw." troc/f3. four companies 


of infantri-. which have been on duty 
at the prison, will be detached, and 
there will be formed a regular prison 
guard, similar in organization to that 
at the military prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan. 
The officers of the artillerytforps are
